Phoaphorescent Aeroplanea. 


Phosphorescent aeroplanes and air- 
ahips for night exhibitions, for adver­ 
tising and for Increasing safety in 
night flights are now proposed, and 
phosphorescent modei flying machines 
were recently exhibited before an 
American aeronautic society. 


By some new methods tho light may 
bo made of other colors besides the 
familiar greenish blue, so that aero­ 
planes painted with this phosphor­ 
escent material may make a striking 
color display without carrying an ap­ 
preciable amount of additional weight. 


The luminous glow, of course, will 
come only after tho paint has been 
given a good exposure to light, but 
tho aeroplanes would absorb enough 
sunlight to give a noticcnble glow for 
some hours at night. It has also been 
found that mercury vapor lamps will 
stimulate tho glow, so tho machines 
could be given a soaking in light be­ 
fore going aloft at night.—Saturday

That an organized attempt has been 
made to bJacKen the reputation of the

the newspaper 
publishers into rejecting the adver- 
i Using of such 
medicines,

charge made by Carl J. Ballieit, of 
UuJTalo, N. Y., at the convention of tho 
Advertising Affiliation at Detroit.

Mr. Balliett is a director of the Pro- 
• prietary Association of America, which 
Includes in its membership twro hun- 
. dred firms which make the popular 
\ prepared medicines of America. 
; 
Mr. Balliett pointed out that it is 
' the duty of the newspaper publisher 
to refuse the advertising of any fake 
; or fraudulent medicine, just as it is 
his duty to refuse any fake or fraudu- * 
lent advertising, but it is not right to 
shut down on all medical advertising 
because there have been some fakers, 
any more than it would be right to 
refuse to publish all department store 
advertising 
because 
certain 
stores 
have made a practice of lying about 
bargain sales. 


Disease and death are mysteries. 
People who are perfectly well are 
skeptical. 
They laugh at the time­ 
worn patent medicine joke, just as 
they laugh' again and again over the 
many variations of the operation joke 
—“The operation was a success but 
the patient died.“ 
This so-ealled hu­ 
mor has perhaps hurt tho, medicine 
business with well people, but when 
the hitherto healthy man feels a se­ 
vere pain or illness, he immediately 
wants medicine, and will bless the 
cure whether it be at the hands of a 
regular doctor, a homeopath, an osteo­ 
path, a Christian Scientist or patent 
medicine. 
There 
is 
nothing 
more 
deadly than disease; nothing more 
honorable than to cure It, 


Mr. Balliett refuted the Idea sought 
to be spread about that patent medi­ 
cines are unpopular by showing that 
from 1900 to 1912 the amount of pre­ 
pared medicines consumed In America 
Increased from $100,000,000 to |160(- 
000.000 annually. Ho showed that, al­ 
lhough the American Medical Associ­ 
ation is trying as an organization to 
exterminate so-called 
patent 
medi­ 
cines, the family doctor, individually, 
is not fighting them but prescribing 
them. 
He estimated that 40% of the 
prescriptions written by doctors today 
include proprietary medicines. 


The writings of Dr. Harvey W. Wi­ 
ley, he said, havo also aimed to de­ 
stroy confidence in proprietary medi- 
cinos; but that Dr. Wiley’s ideas are 
not Infallible is shown by cases where 
Ills analyses were entirely wrong. Mr. 
Balliett mentioned a case where, with 
all tho power of the Government, he 
fought a preparation as being danger­ 
ous to health, and wFas inglorioualy 
walloped. 


There has been spread the idea that 
a clever faker can mix a few useless 
ingredients and, by smart advertising, 
sell tons of it and win sudden wealth; 
whereas, as a matter of fact, tho medi­ 
cine business is notoriously difficult, 
and, whero there has been one success 
at it, there havo been a hundred fail­ 
ures. 
Any medicine which has no 
merit cannot live, because person» 
who are duped into buying it onco will 
not buy it again, and tho profit from 
advertising a medicine can only come 
from repeat sales to tho same, satis­ 
fied people. 
Therefore, any medicine 
which has been on tho market for a 
number of years, and is still adver­ 
tised, musf have merit behind it to ac­ 
count for its success, 


in conclusion Mr. Baillett declared 
that no newspaper is doing justice to 
Ha readers in tho matter of medical 
or other advertising, unless it jnvesM* 
gates, not ouly tho wording of the ad­ 
vertisement ottered for publicaUou, 
but tho merits of the article adver­ 
tised. 
Ho pointed out that tho few 
now »papers who havo been deluded 
Into tho policy of barring out medical 
advertising have adopted this general 
policy, rather than to form an inves­ 
tigation bureau of this kind which 
could, in a constructive and useful ef­ 
fort, Jnvostigato and decide what U 
a good product and what is a Iraud, 
in not only tho modiclno business, Uut 
lu every other business which adver­ 
tises its wtm> to the public.

Many Fall by Shells of Foe That Is 
Unseen—^'Adieu, My Dear Wife; 
Vive la France,” Last Message 
of Dying Soldier. 


Paris, 
France.—A 
French 
officer 
who has been in the battle east of 
Amiens in France assorts that this I.s 
probably the noisiest war tho world 
has ever known. 
It is also the most 
nearly invisible 
war.’ Many of the 
first Une troops have fought in all'the 
battles from Belgium to the Marno 
and back to the prc.sent position with* 
out actually seeing any Germans, save 
dead or wounded. The men have be­ 
come so curious to see their enemies 
that lately. W'hen the trenches 
so 
close that the French soldiers can 
hear the Gormans shouting orders, 
the French ofiicers have had the great­ 
est difficulty in forcing the men to 
keep their heads down. 
The same ofiTicer credits the mitrail­ 
leuse with being Germany’s deadliest 
weapon. 
Speaking of ordinary artil­ 
lery he relates how a few days ago a 
French 
Infantryman 
was 
wading 
through the mud back to the trench, 
and eating a pear. A shell burst near 
15y, a piece of it striking the soldier’s 
haversack and felling him. 
He was 
Immediately on his feet again swear­ 
ing furiously, “Lès cochons! 
They 
made me lose my pear.” 
Writes Farewell to Family. 
Here are stories of two heroic 
âeatha: 
The first Is simply a letter 
found In the hands of a soldier who 
had Just finished writing It when the 
end came. ”I am awaiting help which 
does not come,” the letter ran. 
”I 
pray God to take me, for I suffer atro­ 
ciously. Adieu, my wife and dear chil­ 
dren. 
Adieu, all my family, whom I 
so loved. I request that whoever finds 
mo will send this letter to Paris to 
my wife, with the pockotbodk which 
is in my coat pocket. 
Gathering my 
last strength I write this, lying pros­ 
trate under the shell fire 
Both my 
legs are broken. My last thoughts are 
for my children and for thee, 
my 
cherished wife and companion of my 
life, 
my 
beloved 
wife. 
Vive 
la 
France?” 
Dies at Head of His Men. 
When a certain Frcnch colonel had 
walked a short distance ahead of his 
regiment to exanjlno the German posi­ 
tion 500 yards away, which he expect­ 
ed to attack, an orderly handed him a 
message. 
As ho was reading it a 
German shell burst near by. 
The 
colonel staggered, with his thigh torn 
and agape and his boot filled with 
blood. 
Officers ran to aid him, but 
ho pushed them away, 
“Gentlemen/' ho said, ”I beg you to 
stand back. No, not heroJ 
Don't sup­ 
port mo. No, no, not before my regi­ 
ment!” 
Making a superhuman effort, tho 
colonel, palo as death, staggered to- 
ward tho awaiting regiment, to which 
ho managed to read the text of the 
order W'hlch he had received. 
Sud­ 
denly a second shell burst, deeapitat- 
ing tho colonel, w'ho thus died the 
death which a French officer,prefers 
above all others—at the head of his 
men.

Thl* much abused vegetable, which 
cannot conceal Its presence because 
of Its odorlferouiness, Is one ot oaf 
most valuable 
vegetables. 
Nature 
provides for hei* children by sending 
an abundance of these little tender 
green stalks to us early In the spring, 
and In the fall stocks our cellars with 
them for the winter using. There te 
no salad, except perhaps a fruit, that 
U not Improved by the appetising aest 
of a bit of onion or onion juice. 


When the appetite beoomes keener 
la the cold wintry day«, care must be 
taken not to over-eat. 
If onions are 
served twice a week at least the sys­ 
tem is in good tone to withstand any 
drain of disease or extra work, for 
they are valuable scavenger« in the 
system. 


A disordered system will result in a 
cold, which Is often directly caused 
by over-Aating. We cannot expect tho 
department of the Interior to go on 
overworking year In and year 
out.

Roumt ArHlltry Duel Ntar Ypre*.

Rushing 
heavy reinforcements to 
the battle front in Belgium and along 
tho 
front in France, the 
Germans 
Have resumed their bombardment of 
the Ypres-Niouport front of the al­ 
lies, but thus far there has been little 
Bhange in the positions of the two 
armies. 


A violent 
artillery duel is being 
waged along that section of the battle 
front, but tho heaviest fighting of the 
flay centered around the British posi­ 
tions near Ypres. There the Germans 
f resumed their attempt to cut through 
the lines of the allies. As on previous 
attempts the invaders were unable to 
dislodge the British troops from their 
positions. 


The fighting in Belgium, which lias 
been slow for several days because 
of the weather, has broken out with 
renewed ferocity at Ypres, with tho 
artillery playing the main part. Vio­ 
lent bombardments 
have destroyed 
the town hall and the central market, 
ficcording to official news from Paris. 


This may herald the resumption of 
the attempt on tho part of the Ger­ 
mans to break the center, held by the 
English, of the allied line blocking 
kheir way to the coast, as past on­ 
slaughts by German 
infantry 
have 
been preceded by heavy artillery at­ 
tacks. This finds some confirmation 
In the renewed reports that the Ger­ 
mans are bringing up heavy reinforce­ 
ments through Belgium. 


“The bloody angle/* the elbow of 
land bounded by the junction of the 
Oisne and 
Aisne rivers, has again 
been the scene of furious fighting, in 
which the allies were on the offen­ 
sive. This region marks the point 
where the German lines lie nearest 
to Paris, ajnd it is also the apex o£ 
Ihe German wedge upon French soil. 


Heavy French artillery has been 
bombarding the German trenches to 
the north of Soissons, and some of 
the German works have been destroy­ 
ed. It is expected that the French and 
Algerian troops will make an effort to 
atorm the German lines alter the can­ 
nonade has been carried on to a suffi­ 
cient length to unnerve the invaders. 


The sound of firing off the Belgian 
coast was reported 
from 
Dunkirk. 
This was probably British and French 
warships shelling the. German posi­ 
tions, but the report stated that the 
firing was such as to indicate that 
the artllelry of one side was being 
onswered by that of the other.

fire of the warships off the coast. The 
works were constructed with consid­ 
erable loss of life. 


Driving rain interrupted the work 
of throwing up defensive works, ani 
the 
British warships were able to 
keep up a desultory fire despite the 
roughness of the water. 
It was un­ 
doubtedly the intention of the Gor­ 
mans to mount a wall of steel all 
along tho Belgian coast to prevent 
the allies from landing troops at any 
point. 


The task of transporting the heavy 
Krupps to the coast and mounting 
them has been carried on under tre 
mendous difficulties. Rain had turned 
the roads to deep quagmires and a 
told wave had driven down from the 
North sea. The artillery horses gave 
#ut and traction engines were contin­ 
ually stalled In the mud. The artillery 
trawled forward, working night and 
day over corduroy roads constructed 
ahead of the guns. Upon their arrival 
at tho const fresh difficulties beset the 
Uermans.

Phosphorescent Aeroplanes. 


Phosphorescent aeroplanes and air­ 
ships for night exhibitions, fur adver­ 
tising and for increasing safety in 
night flights are no\* proponed, and 
phosphorescent modei flying machines 
were recently exhibited before an 
American aeronautic society. 


By some now methods tho light may 
bo made of other colors besides the 
familiar greenish blue, so that aero­ 
planes painted with this phosphor­ 
escent material may make a striking 
color display without carrying an ap­ 
preciable amount of additional weight. 


The luminous glow, of course, will 
come only after tho paint has been 
given a good exposure to light, but 
the aeroplanes would absorb enough 
sunlight to give a noticeable glow for 
some hours at night. It has also been 
found that mercury vapor lamps will 
stimulate tho glow, so tho machines 
could be given a soaking in light bo- 
fore going aloft at night.—Saturduy

j prepared medicines of America. 
; 
Mr. Ballielt pointed out that It is 
‘ the duty of the newspaper publisher i 
to refuse the advertising of any fake 
, or fraudulent medicine, just as it is 
his duty to refuse any fake or fraudu- j 
lent advertising, but it is not right to • 
shut down on all medical advertising 
because there have been some fakers, 
any more than it would be right to 
refuse to publish all department store 
' advertising 
because certain 
stores 
j have made a practice of lying about 
bargain sales. 


Disease and death are mysteries. 
People who are perfectly well are 
skeptical. 
They laugh at the time­ 
worn patent medicine joke, just as 
they laughs again and again over the 
many variations of the operation joke 
—“The operation was a success but 
the patient died." 
This so-called hu­ 
mor has perhaps hurt the. medicine 
business with well people, but when 
the hitherto healthy man feels a se­ 
vere pain or illness, he immediately 
wants medicine, and will bless the 
cure whether it be at the hands of a 
regular doctor, a homeopath, an osteo­ 
path, a Christian Scientist or patent 
medicine. 
There 
is 
nothing 
more 
deadly than disease; nothing more 
honorable than to cure it. 


Mr. Balliett refuted the idea sought 
to be spread about that patent medi­ 
cines are unpopular by showing that 
from 1900 to 1912 the amount of pre­ 
pared medicines consumed in America 
increased from $100,000.000 to $160,- 
000,000 annually. Wo showed that, al­ 
though the American Medical Associ­ 
ation Is trying as an organization to 
exterminate so-called 
patent 
medi­ 
cines, the family doctor, individually, 
is not fighting them but prescribing 
them. 
He estimated that 40% of the 
prescriptions wTitten by doctors today 
include proprietary medicines. 


The writings of Dr, Harvey W. Wi­ 
ley, he said, have also aimed to de­ 
stroy confidence in proprietary medi­ 
cines; but that Dr. Wiley's ideas are 
not infallible 1b shown by cases where 
his analyses were entirely wrong.

Balliett mentioned a case where, with 
all tho power of the Government, he 
fought a preparation as being danger­ 
ous to health, nnd was ingloriously 
walloped, 


There has been spread tho Idea that 
a clever faker can mix a few useless 
ingredients and, by smart advertising, 
sell tons of it and win sudden wealth; 
whereas, as a matter of fact, tho medi- 
clno business is notoriously difficult, 
and, where there has been ono success 
at it, there have been a hundred fail­ 
ures. 
Any medicine which has no 
merit cannot livo, because persons 
who aro duped into buying it once will 
not buy it again, and tho profit from 
advertising a medicine can only come 
from repeat sales to tho same, satis­ 
fied people. Therefore, any medicine 
which has been on the market for a 
number of years, and Is still adver­ 
tised, must have merit behind it to ac­ 
count for its success, 


In conclusion Mr, Balliett declared 
that no newspaper is doing justice to 
its readers lu tho matter of medical 
or other auvertibing, uniobs it investi­ 
gates, not ouly the wording of the ad­ 
vertisement offered for publicutipu, 
but the merits of the article adver­ 
tised. 
IJo pointed out that the few 
newspapers who have been deluded 
into tho policy of barring out medical 
advertising have adopted this general 
policy, rather than to form an inves­ 
tigation 
bureau of this kind which 
could, in a constructive and useful ef­ 
fort, investigate and decide what is 
a good product and what is a fraud«

Unseen—“Adieu, My Dear Wife; 


Vive la France,” Last Message , 
of Dying Soldier. 


Paris, 
France.—A 
French 
officer 
who haB been in the battle east of 
Amiens in France asserts that this Is 
probably the noisiest war the world 
has ever known. 
It is also the most 
nearly invisible 
w ar/ Many of the 
first line troops have fought in all" the 
battles from Belgium to the Marne 
and back to the present position with­ 
out actually seeing any Germans, savo 
dead or wounded. The men have be* 
come so curious to see their enemies 
that lately, when the trenches a w so 
close that the French soldiers can 
hear the Germans shouting orders, 
the French officers have had the great­ 
est difficulty in forcing the men to 
keep their heads down. 


The same officer credits the mitrail­ 
leuse with being Germany's deadliest 
weapon. 
Speaking of ordinary artil­ 
lery he relates how a few days aiço a 
French 
infantryman 
was 
wading 
through the mud back to the trench, 
and eating a pear. A shell burst near 
1>y, a piece of it striking the soldier’s 
haversack and felling him. 
He was 
immediately on his feet again swear­ 
ing furiously, “Lès cochons! 
They 
made me lose my pear.” 


Writes Farewell to Family. 


Here are stories of two heroic 
deaths: 
The first is simply a letter 
found In the hands of a soldier who 
had Just finished writing Jt when the 
end came. “I am awaiting help which 
does not come,” the letter ran. 
“I 
pray God to take me, for I suffer atro­ 
ciously. Adieu, my wife and dear chil­ 
dren. 
Adieu, all my family, whom ! 
so loved. I request that whoever finds 
me will send this letter to Paris to 
my wife, with the poeketbodk which 
is in my coat pocket. 
Gathering my 
last strength I write this, lying pros­ 
trate under tho shell fire 
Both my 
legs are broken. My last thoughts are 
for my children and for thee, 
my 
cherished wife and companion of my 
life, 
my 
beloved 
wife. 
Vive 
la 
France?” 


Dies at Head of His Men. 


When a certain French colonel had 
wfalked a short distance ahead of his 
regiment to examine the German posi­ 
tion 500 yards awfay, which he expect­ 
ed to attack, an orderly, handed him a 
message. 
As he was reading it a 
German shell burst near by. 
The 
colonel staggered, with his thigh torn 
and agape and his boot filled with 
blood. 
Officers ran to aid him, but 
ho pushed them away. 


“Genflemen,” ho said, “I beg you to 
stand back. No, not here! 
Don’t sup­ 
port me. No, no, not before my regi­ 
ment!" 


Making a superhuman effort, the 
colonel, pale as death, staggered to­ 
ward tho awaiting regiment, to which 
ho managed to read the text of the 
order which he had received, 
Sud­ 
denly a second shell burst, decapitat­ 
ing tho colonel, w-ho thus died the 
death which a French officer„prefers 
above all others—at tho head of his 
men.

crushed junket tablet and a pinch of 
salt.

Garnish with cubes of jelly or 
with candied cherries. 


Filled Cookies.—To a half cupful of 
shortening add a cupful of sugar, one 
egg and half a cupful of sweet milk Jn 
which one teaspoonful of soda is dis* 
solved, 
Sift three and a half cupfuls 
of flour with two teaspoonfuls of creuw 
of tartar add a teaspoonful of vanilla 
and mix well, roll out thin and cut 
with a cooky cutter. 
Cook a cupful 
of chopped raisins with half a cupful 
of water, a tablespoonful of flour and 
lemon Juice to tasve, WJion thick re* 
move and place a teaspoonful on one 
cooky, cover with another and bake 
until brown.

Ittaums Artillery Duel Near Ypret. 
British Repel All Attempts to Cut 
Their Linee. 


Rushing 
heavy relnforcembnta to 
the battle front in Belgium and along 
the 
front in France, the 
Germans 
Have resumed their bombardment of 
the Ypres-Niouport front of the al­ 
lies, but thus far there has been little 
change in the positions of the two 
armies. 


A violent 
artillery duel is being 
waged along that section of the battle 
, front, but the heaviest fighting of the 
ilay centered around the British posi­ 
tions near Ypres. There the Germans 
j 
resumed their attempt to cut through 
the lines of the allies. As on previous 
attempts the invaders were unable to 
dislodge the British troops from their 
positions. 


The fighting in Belgium, which has 
been slow for several days because 
of the weather, has broken out with 
renewed ferocity at Ypres, with the 
artillery playing the main part. Vio­ 
lent bombardments 
have destroyed 
the town hall and the central market, 
according to official news from Paris. 


This may herald the resumption of 
the attempt on the part of the Ger- 
mans to break the center, held by the 
English, of the allied line blocking 
Iheir way to the coast, as past on­ 
slaughts by German 
infantry 
have 
been preceded by heavy artillery at­ 
tacks. This finds some confirmation 
In the renewed reports that the Ger­ 
mans are bringing up heavy reinforce­ 
ments through Belgium. 


“The bloody angle/* the elbow of 
land bounded by the junction of the 
Oisne and 
Aisne rivers, has again 
been the scene of furious fighting, in 
which the allies were on the offen­ 
sive. This region marks the point 
where the German lines lie nearest 
to Paris, and it is also the apex of 
the German wedge upon French soil. 


Heavy French artillery has been 
bombarding the German trenches to 
the north of Soissons, and some of 
the German works have been destroy­ 
ed. It is expected that the French and 
Algerian troops will make an effort to 
utorm the German lines after the can­ 
nonade has been carried on to a suffi­ 
cient length to unnerve the invaders. 


The sound of firing off the Belgian 
coast was reported 
from 
Dunkirk. 
This was probably British and French 
warships shelling the. German posi­ 
tions, but the report stated that the 
firing was such as to indicate that 
the artilelry of one side was being 
onswered by that of the other. 


Routine hostilities, a term coined 
at the headquarters of General Gal* 
iienni, describe 
the 
conditions 
be­ 
tween Verdun 
and 
Toul. 
Reports 
agree that the eGrmans have mounted 
a great number of heavy guns along 
the northern coast of Belgium, be­ 
tween Ostend and the Dutch frontier, 
with their muzzles pointed toward the 
¿ea. 


These cannon have been placed be­ 
hind barricades 
erected under the 
fire of the warships off the coast. The 
works were constructed with consid­ 
erable loss of life. 


Driving rain interrupted the work 
of throwing up defensive works, and 
the 
British warships were able to 
keep up a desultory fire despite the 
roughness of the water. 
It was un­ 
doubtedly the intention of the Ger­ 
mans to mount a wall of steel all 
along the Belgian coast to prevent 
the allies from landing troops at any 
point. 


The task of transporting the heavy 
Krupps to the coast and mounting 
them has been carried on under tre 
raendous difficulties. Rain had turned 
the roads to deep quagmires and a 
•told wave had driven down from the 
North sea. The artillery horses gave 
«ut and traction engines were contln* 
«ally stalled in the mud. The artillery 
trawled forward, working night and 
ilay over corduroy roads constructed 
ahead of the guns. Upon their arrival 
at the coast fresh diificulties beset the 
Uerinans, 


Despite 
the numerous 
handicaps 
the big guns finally were in position, 
fcome of them 
were 
immediately 
turned 
upon the 
British warships. 
Having 
the 
advantage in carrying 
fower and stationary bases, the Ger­ 
man guns were able to drive off so me 
<sf the ships,

The enemy directed his 
Attention particularly to the town of 
ypres, where the beliry, the cathe­ 
dral, the markets and a number of 
houses were set on fire; to Soissuna 
and to Rheims.

Mcteried by very hot fighting.

delivered 
very spirited at- 
tacli#, which were repulsed.

A DIET OP ONIONS* .» 


Thla much abused vegetable, which 
cannot conceal Its presence because 
of Its odoriferous ness, is one ot our 
most valuable 
vegetables. 
Naturs 
provides for hei^ children by sending 
an abundance of these llttta tender 
green stalka to us early In the spring, 
and In the fall atocks our cellars with 
them for the winter using. There Is 
no salad, except perhaps a fruit, that 
is not Improved by the appetising aest 
ot a bit of onion or onion juice. 


When the appetite beoomes keener 
la the cold wintry days, care muat he 
taken not to overheat. 
If onions *ro 
served twice » week at least the sys­ 
tem is in good tone to withstand any 
drain of disease or extra work, for 
they are valuable scavengers in the 
system. 


A disordered system will result In a 
cold, which is often directly caused 
by over-ftating. We cannot expeot the 
department of the interior to go oa 
overworking year in and year 
out* 
If we cut our food in half and multi­ 
ply our exercise by two In the open 
air, we would have less of colds, grip 
and pneumonia. 


Onions With Cheese.—This Is a dish 
especially good for a cold night sup­ 
per. 
Cook sufficient onions for the 
number to partake; drain them and 
place a layer of tho cooked onion in 
a buttered baking dish, pour over 
a 
half 
cup 
of rich 
white 
sauce, 
sprinkle generously with cheese, and 
repeat with another 
layer 
of 
tho 
anions, white sauce and cheese. 
Put 
into the oven and serve when well 
heated through. 


Onions Stuffed With 8ausage.—This 
is a most elegant dish, which may be 
used for company. 
Take the mild 
Spanish or Bermuda onion, a half 
dozen or more, peel and parboil until 
tender enough to scoop out a center; 
chop the part taken out and mix with 
well seasoned sausage, and fill the 
centers. 
Make a sauce of chicken 
stock, if you have it, if not use butter 
and water. 
Put the onions into a 
baking dish and bake, basting occa­ 
sionally 
until 
thoroughly 
tender. 
Sprinkle with buttered crumbs, and 
when they are brown serve from the 
baking dish. 


Stuffed 
Tomatoes. 
Tomatoes 
stuffed with chopped onion and, cucum­ 
ber, seasoned well and mixed with 
Frehch dressing, 
a 
little 
chopped 
parsley added, is a mast appetizing 
salad. 
Servo each tomato ou a leaf 
of lettuce or set in a nest of blanched 
head lettuce.

few of them, and there are many. 
With butter always high, we like to 
use as little as possible, and substi­ 
tute a cheaper fat, wheu the flavor 
may be disguised by spices.
